Dollar Imports 


LONDON.. J u l y 
14—(INS)— 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 
Stafford Cripps announced a 25 
per cent reduction in Britain's dol­ 
lar imports today and reimposed 
some rations to cope with Britain s 
dwindling gold and dollar reserve. 
Cripps said: 
"We have decided to work on the 
asumption we 9hall not be able to 
afford in 1949 and 1950 more than 
75 per cent of the 1948 imports 
from dollar areas. 
Effective August 14. the sugar 
ration will be reduced from 10 to 8 
ounces weekly. 
Candy, now off 
ration, will again be limited to four 
ounces weekly on that date. 
Tobacco purchases will be cut 
from $110 million to $90 million. 
There also will be a “substantial” 
cut in dollar imports of timber. 
The sugar cut represents 
150 
thousand tons costing $14 million. 
Cripps said the government does 
not expect that it will be neces­ 
sary to reduce the basic rations of 
other foods.

Settlement Of 
British Strile 
MayBeNearing 


Government Doubles Num­ 
ber Of Troops Unload­ 
ing Strike-Bound 
Ships 


LONDON. July 14—(INS)—The 
British 
labor government today 
doubled the number of troops un­ 
loading supplies from strike-bound 
ships In the port of London, amid 
indications that the crippling walk­ 
out may be nearing a settlement 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
who yesterday warned the strikers 
that they are seriously endanger­ 
ing Britain's shaky economy, is 
expected to face bitter criticism 
today in commons over his han­ 
dling of the labor disturbance.?. 
An emergency meeting of steve­ 
dores and bargemen involved ;n 
the stoppage was scheduled for to­ 
day. 
The strikers are expected to 
hear a report on behind-the-scenes 
talks between their leaders and 
the Canadian high commissioner 
in London. 
The Canadian official reportedly 
told the union head« that Canadian 
seamen, whose labor dispute touch­ 
ed off the sympathy walkout by 
the Londoners, “misled” the Brit­ 
ish dockers. 
Began Two Months Ago 
The 
strike 
began 
about two 
months ago when the London long­ 
shoremen refused to work two Ca­ 
nadian ships involved in a urnon 
dispute in Canada. 
The London 
Dock Labor Board then refused to 
let the dockers work other ships 
until the Canadian vessels were 
unloaded. 
Thus the dockers con­ 
tended they were locked out. while 
the board termed the stoppage a 
strike. 
A royal proclamation of a slate 
of emergency not only failed to 
end the walkout, but resulted in a 
mushrooming of the strike, with a 
total of 13,364 dockers and 132 
ships now' idle.

were augmented today by 2200 ad­ 
ditional soldiers, and accommoda­ 
tions for 10,000 more servicemen 
in London’s air raid shelter« wpr” 
arranged, in case the strike con­ 
tinues. 
It was understood that the Cana­ 
dian commissioner told the strike 
leaders that when the Canadian 
seamen returend home, they would 
not be subject to victimization, as 
they reportedly informed the Lon­ 
don dockers.

Truman Makes Charge 
"Selfish Interests' To 
Blam e For Recession

WASHINGTON, July 14.—(INS) 
—President Truman today set the 
Democratic theme for the 1950 
election with the charge that "sel­ 
fish interests” are to blame for 
the current business recession. 
The chief executive told a na­ 
tion-wide radio audience from the 
White House Wednesday: 
“We are not in a depression”— 
but— 
“Many . . . people, for political 
reasons, would like to have a de­ 
pression.” 
Mr. Truman accused his old poli­ 
tical targets of last year’s cam­ 
paign—the so-called "selfish inter­ 
ests" and the Republican-controlled I 
80th Congress—of upsetting the 
national economy. 
Runs Into Hornet’s Nest 
He immediately ran into an angry 
hornet’s nest of Republican Con­ 
gressmen who insisted the reces­ 
sion has been caused by Truman 
policies. 
One of the first of these to raise 
his vpiee in angry retort was the 
GOP* Aeiutt leader, Kenneth* 


Wherry, of Nebraska, who asserted 
the administration’s “deficit spend­ 
ing” is driving the country “into 
the ditch.” 
Wherry said: 
"It was not until after the No­ 
vember election that government 
receipts began to drop. 
When 
President Truman was elected the 
people lost confidence because of 
his welfare state concept.” 
Rep. Marcantonio (ALi N. Y., 
also joined in the reaction. 
He 
declared that "unless Mr. Truman 
return this country to a peacetime 
economy, he will wind up the na­ 
tion into another Hoover depres­ 
sion—only worse.” 
Trpman’s Target 
In 
attacking the 
Republicans, 
the President bluntly charged that 
the five billion dollar tax reduc­ 
tion and failure to legislate anti­ 
inflation curbs pushed prices up 
to a point where they were cer­ 
tain to "topple over and bring 
about a decline in production and 
employment.”

Returns To Post 
AsChina’sLeader

CANTON, July 14.—Generalissi­ 
mo Chiang Kai-Shek returned to 
Canton today and dramatically re­ 
sumed his leadership of Nationa­ 
list China’s bitter struggle against 
the Communists. 
Simultaneously with Chiang’s ar­ 
rival, the government announced 
that its troops have staged two 
successful amphibious assaults near 
the Communist-held port of Ning- 
po, 100 miles south of Shanghai. 
The official Central News Agency 
said that the invading Nationalists 
forces were “driving Communist 
defenders back". 
Relatively Small 
A Nationalist army spokesman 
said, however, that the amphibious 
forces were relatively small and 
were intended to relieve belea­ 
guered government troops around 
Ningpo. 
He added that a “well- 
prepared 
Communist 
offensive" 
was underway along the Kan river 
in Central Kiangsi Province, 350 
miles north of Canton. The spokes­ 
man said that 10,000 Communist 
soldiers have crossed the river. 
The 
Generalissimo's 
r e t u r n 
flight to the provisional capital of 
Canton from his island fortress of 
Formosa marked the end of six 
months of “retirement”. 
In assuming command of a su­ 
preme council—in effect an emerg­ 
ency 
super-government—Chiang 
held true to his promise of a week 
ago to take up his “revolutionary 
leadership" of the Chinese people.

CIO Has Called 
For Strike Start 
On Saturday 


Acceptance Of President’■ 
Plan For Truce Demand­ 
ed To Avert Strike 


PLAN REJECTED BY 
BIGGEST COMPANIES

WASHINGTON, July 14. 
-—Peace in the steel industry 
hangs today on the replies of 
the “ big three” producers 
to a second appeal from 
President Truman for sub­ 
mission of their wage dis­ 
pute 
to impartial 
public 
study. 
The 
CIO 
Steelworkers 
Union has called a strike for 
Saturday against all com­ 
panies which do not accept 
the president’s plan for a 
60-day truce while a special 
fact-finding board probes 
the controversy. 
CIO 
President 
Philip Murray 
announced union 
acceptance of 
the White House pecae plan, but 
the three biggest steel companies 
—U. S. Steel. Republic and Beth­ 
lehem—turned it down. 
Second Request 
Last night Mr. Truman tele­ 
graphed a second urgent request 
to the "big three” to reconsider 
their action in the interest of pre­ 
venting a strike that could imperil 
the national safety. He said: 
“Surely you are not afraid to 
have your side of this dispute ex­ 
amined in the public interest. I 
trust that you will cooperate in 
presenting the full facts to the 
board I am appointing. 
The White House awaited the 
trio’s reply today before taking 
further action. 
Four other major producers— 
Jones and Laughlin, Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube, Wheeling and 
Inland Steel—have accepted Mr. 
Truman’s plan and more than 50 
smaller companies have been ask­ 
ed to do likewise in order to avoid 
a shutdown of their plants. 
Strike Set For Saturday 
Hovever, without the accept­ 
ance of the "big three” a serious 
steel strike will begin Saturday. 
U. S. Steel, Republic and Bethle­ 
hem employ 375,000 of the union’s 
one million members and produce 
a large part of the nation’s steel. 
Murray said any of these three 
firms could avert a walkout by 
changing their stand and agreeing 
to submit arguments to the fact­ 
finding board. 
The panel will hear the union’s 
demands for a fourth-round wage 
boost and company-financed pen­ 
sion and insurance programs, the 
industry’s 
opposition 
and

make "fair and equitable” recom­ 
mendations for a settlement.

In the event of any strike 
imperiling the national health or 
safety, with the present law si U 
effective, the Pre'-ident ma> 
ap­ 
point an inquiry' board. This make* 
a report, without recommendations. 
Then the government may obtain 
an injunction postponing a strik* 
for eighty days. 
Then the em ­ 
ployer and employee are given 
a chance to reach a settlement. 
If 
they fail to agree, Congress can 
authorize new strike-prevention ac­ 
tion. 
Would Lack Powers 
If a strike involving a national 
emergency should occur under a 
restored Wagner Act the execu­ 
tive would lack the powers now 
possessed. 
Incidentally, secondary 
boycotts and Jurisdiction strikes, 
along with violence, could not b* 
legally dealt with. 
Almost cer­ 
tainly, if the administration m an­ 
ages to restore the Wagner Act, 
it 
also 
will 
have 
sufficient 
strength to restore the Norris-La- 
G uardia Act. 
Both of these meas­ 
ures w’ere frankly one-sided in giv­ 
ing all the advantages to the labor 
organization, with 
employers, a* 
candidly admitted by one of the 
N ew Deal spokesman, not having a 
“Chinam an’s 
chance”. 
The 
Na­ 
tional Labor Board would be rele­ 
gated to practical impotence. 
The 
present 
stalemate 
which 
conceivably could be extended in­ 
definitely, is due primarily to Mr. 
T rum an's insistence on literal ful­ 
fillm ent of this campaign pledge 
to organized labor that he would 
"get rid” of the Taft-Hartley law. 
He has failed to keep his promise. 
Unless he adopts the suggestions 
of his own party leaders, in both 
Houses and consents to compro­ 
mise, it is unlikely that he will be 
able to make good on his pre-elec­ 
tion promises, plainly made for the 
purpose

M ONEY AND TH E ECONOMY 


It often seems that the first thing European econ­ 
omists think of when economic troubles appear is to 
change the declared value of the currency, or put new 
limitations on its circulation. To I nited States Treasury 
Secretary John Snyder, in Europe to study the continent’s 
economic ills, the French ministei of finance the other 
day suggested that everything would be all right if the 
In ited States would devalue the dollar. 
A quite Opposite measure was taken on the very 
same day by Finland, which devalued its own currency 
in an attempt to cure a decline of exports. And these 
things happened, too, on the day that Sir Stafford Oripps, 
British chancellor of the exchequer, told the House of 
Commons that although Britain was in a new economic 
crisis the government had “ not tin* slightest intention” 
of devaluing the pound, a remedy frequently advocated, 
Oripps told Commons that not currency 
manipulation 
but greater production of goods at lower cost would 
solve Britain's ills. Secretary Snyder told the French 
minister something of the same sort for France and the 
rest of Europe. 
The urge to meddle with currencies is partly respon­ 
sible for the present troubles of Europe. The trade of 
the continent is lieset hv a confused tangle of unreal 
money values and restrictions on the exchange of cur­ 
rencies. Only one currency enjoy*, uniform acceptance 
throughout Europe, and sadly enough that is not any 
European money but the I’nited States dollar. American 
observers are drawn to the opinion that most of the Euro­ 
pean nations would m o w more swiftly toward recovery 
if they would stop juggling their currencies and bond 
their efforts to building up trade.

C orn-' 
wall and Somerset are among the 
least fit. 
The report also revealed that 
Britons are growing faster. 
“Fifty years ago the maximum 
stature of British men does not ap­ 
pear to have been reached unffl 
about the age of 26," stated Dr.

A brilliant slice of the islands 
has been set down in the middle of 
New York for free, for the enjoy­ 
ment of us cliff dwellers and the 
hundreds of thousands of tourist« 
who make this city the nation's 
biggest hot weather resort. 
In Rockefeller Center 
The bit of Hawaii will be an­ 
chored in Rockefeller C enter dur­ 
ing the rest of July and 
all 
of 
August, thanks to the Rockefellers, 
pere et fils, to the 60 women who 
comprise the Garden Club of Hon­ 
olulu to 
the 
Hawaiian 
Visitors 
Rureau, and to three American 
airlines. 
This combination has turned the 
channel 
gardens 
of 
Rockefeller 
C enter, 
which 
open 
on 
Fifth 
avenue, into a Hawaiian setting 
complete from black lava sand to 
Jeis made of 750 orchids. 
It Is one of the most enchanting 
horticultural displays to which we 
assorted city slickers have ever 
been exposed. 
It runs the gamut 
from shocking pink pineapples to a 
weird and wonderful floral what­ 
not called "Helaconia” that looks

States from abroad, the women

20 portable greenhouses in which 
the flora was to be shipped aboard
